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Easter storms sweep South, killing at least 20 people

JACKSON, Mlss. (AP) — Severe weather has swept across 
the South, killing at least 20 people ond damaging hund- 
reds of homes from Louisiana into the Appalachian Moun- 
tains. Mony people spent part of the night eorly Monday 
sheltering in basements, closets and bathroom tubs as 
sirens wailed to warn of possible tornadoes. 

Eleven people were killed in Mississippi, and six more died 
in northwest Georgia. Three other bodies were pulled 
from damaged homes in Arkansas, South Carolina and 
North Carolina. 

The storms blew onward through the night, cousing floo- 
ding and mudslides in mountoinous areas, and knocking 
out electricity for nearly 1.3 million customers in a path 
from Texas to Maine, according to poweroutages.us. 
Striking first on Easter Sunday across a landscape largely 
emptied by coronavirus stay-at-home orders, the storm 
front forced some uncomfortable decisions. In Alabama, 
Gov. Kay Ivey suspended social distancing rules, and 
some people wearing protective masks huddled closely 
together in storm shelters.

Easter storms sweep South, killing at least 20 people 


Continued from Front 

Andrew Phillips crowded 
into o closet-sized “sote 
room” with his wife ond two 
sons after watching an on- 
line Easter service because 
the pandemic forced their 
church to halt regular wor- 
ship. Then, a twister struck, 
shredding their house, 
meat-processing business 
and vehicles in rural Moss, 
Mississippi. The room, built 
of sturdy cinder blocks, was 
the only thing on their pro- 
perty left standing. 

‘Tm just going to let the in- 
surance handle it and trust 
in the good Lord,” said Phil- 
lips. 

The National Weather Ser- 
vice tallied hundreds of re- 
ports of trees down across 
the region, including many 
that punctured roofs and 
downed power lines. Mete- 
orologists warned the mid- 
Atlantic states to prepare 
for potential tornadoes. 


wind and hail on Monday. 
The storms knocked down 
trees across Pennsylvania, 
and an apparently strong 
tornado moved through 
southern South Carolina, 
leaving chaos in its wake. 
“Everything is up in the air. 
Power lines are down, trees 
are all over the place. It’s 
hard to get from one place 
to the other because the 
roads are blocked,” Hamp- 
ton County Sheriff T.C. 
Smalls said. 

A suspected twister lifted a 
house, mostly intact, and 
deposited it in the middle 
of a road in central Geor- 
gia. In Louisiana, winds rip- 
ped apart a metal airplane 
hangar. 

Deaths were tallied in small 
numbers here and the- 
re, considering the storm 
front's vast reach and in- 
tensity. 

Mississippi’s death toll rose 
to 11 early Monday, the 
state’s emergency ma- 


nagement agency twee- 
ted, promising details later 
in the morning. 

In northwest Georgia, a 
narrow path of destruction 
five miles long hit two mo- 
bile home parks, killing five 
people and injuring five 
more, Murray County Fire 
Chief Dewayne Bain told 
WAGA-TV. Another person 
was killed when a tree fell 
on a home in Cartersville, 
the station reported. 

In Arkansas, one person 
was killed when a tree fell 
on a home in White Hall, 
southeast of Little Rock, 
the Jefferson County De- 
partment of Emergency 
Management said. In Sou- 
th Carolina, a person was 
found dead in a collapsed 
building nearSeneca as an 
apparent tornado struck, 
Oconee County Emergen- 
cy Management Direc- 
tor Scott Krein said. And in 
North Carolina, a person 
was killed by a falling tree 


in Davidson County, nor- 
theast of Charlotte, as high 
winds were blowing throu- 
gh, Sheriff’s Capt. Mike 
Burns said. 

Apparent tornadoes da- 
maged dozens of homes 
in a line from Seneca to 
Clemson. Emergency offi- 
cials also were working to 
open shelters in the North 
Carolina mountains after 
heavy rainfall there. 

In Chattanooga, Tennes- 
see, the National Weather 
Service confirmed a tor- 
nado struck, damaging at 
least 150 homes and com- 
mercial buildings. More 
than a dozen people were 
treated, but none of their 
injuries appeared to be life- 
threatening, Chattanooga 
Fire Chief Phil Hyman said. 
The deaths in Mississippi in- 
cluded a married couple — 
Lawrence County sheriff’s 
deputy, Robert Ainsworth, 
and a Walthall County Jus- 
tice Court deputy clerk. 


Paula Reid Ainsworth, aut- 
horities said. 

“Robert left this world a 
hero, as he shielded Mrs. 
Paula during the tornado,” 
said a Facebook message 
by the sheriff’s office. 

“This is not how anyone 
wants to celebrate Easter,” 
said Mississippi Gov. Tate 
Reeves. “As we reflect on 
the death and resurrection 
on this Easter Sunday, we 
have faith that we will all 
rise together.” 

There were no immediate 
reports of serious injuries in 
Louisiana, even though the 
storm damaged between 
200 and 300 homes in and 
around the city of Monroe, 
Mayor Jamie Mayo, told 
KNOE-TV. Flights were can- 
celed at Monroe Regional 
Airport, where airport di- 
rector Ron Phillips told the 
News-Star the storm cau- 
sed up to $30 million in da- 
mage to planes inside a 
hangar.Q 


NY death toll surpasses 10,000; new hot spots slow to emerge

MADRID (AP) — New York’s 
coronavirus death toll 
topped 10,000 on Monday 
even as the absence of 
fresh hot spots in the U.S. 
or elsewhere in the world 
yielded a ray of optimism 
in global efforts against the 
disease, though a return to 
normal was unlikely any- 
time soon. 

Officials around the world 
worried that halting quar- 
antine and social distanc- 
ing measures could eas- 
ily undo the hard-earned 
progress. Still, there were 
signs that countries were 
looking in that direction. 
Spain permitted some 
workers to return to their 
jobs, a hard-hit region of 
Italy loosened its lock- 
down restrictions and grim 
predictions of a virus that 
would move with equal 
ferocity from New York to 
other parts of America had 
not yet materialized. New 
York state's 671 new deaths 
on Sunday marked the first 
time in a week that the 
daily toll dipped below 700. 
Almost 2,000 people were 
newly hospitalized with the 


virus Sunday, though once 
discharges and deaths are 
accounted for, the num- 
ber of people hospitalized 
has flattened to just under 
19,000. 'This virus is very 
good at what it does. It is a 
killer,” Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
said Monday during a state 
Capitol news briefing. 

As the coronavirus throws 
millions out of work and 


devastates economies 
worldwide, governments 
are struggling with the deli- 
cate balance between 
keeping people safe from 
a highly contagious dis- 
ease and making sure they 
can still make a living or 
have enough to eat. 
Workers in some nones- 
sential industries returned 
to their jobs Monday in 


Associated Press. 

Spain, one of the hardest 
hit countries in the pan- 
demic. In South Korea, of- 
ficials warned that hard- 
earned progress fighting 
the virus could be eroded 
by new infections as restric- 
tions ease. The decisions 
are complicated because 
each nation is on its own 
coronavirus arc, with plac- 
es like Britain, Japan and 


parts of the United States 
still seeing increasing daily 
levels of deaths or infec- 
tions; France and New York 
hoping they are stabilizing, 
albeit at a high plateau 
of deaths; and nations 
like Italy and Spain seeing 
declines in the rates of in- 
crease. 

Spanish Prime Minister Pe- 
dro Sánchez said his gov- 
ernment must balance its 
response to the virus crisis 
that "threatens to destroy 
lives and at the same time 
destroy the economic and 
social fabric of our coun- 
try.” Seeking to restart man- 
ufacturing, Spain’s govern- 
ment is allowing workers 
to return to some factory 
and construction jobs. The 
country on Monday report- 
ed its lowest daily growth in 
infections in three weeks. 
Retail stores and services 
remain closed, and office 
workers are strongly en- 
couraged to keep working 
from home. A prohibition 
on people leaving home 
for anything other than 
groceries and medicine will 
remain in effect for at least 
two weeks.

"It’s o positive thing ond it shows the FBI’s dedicotion to helping solve 
crimes on Novojo by embrocing the culture ond the languoge."

As virus deaths rise, Sweden sticks to 'low-scale' lockdown

STOCKHOLM (AP) — 

Crowds swarm Stockholm's 
woterfront, with some peo- 
ple sipping cocktoils in the 
sun. In much ot the world, 
this sort ot gothering would 
be frowned upon or even 
banned. 

Not in Sweden. 

It doesn't worry Anders Teg- 
nell, the country's chief epi- 
demiologist and top strate- 
gist in the fight against the 
coronavirus pandemic. 

The 63-year-old has be- 
come a household name in 
Sweden, appearing across 
the media and holding 
daily briefings outlining the 
progression of the outbreak 
with a precise, quiet de- 
meanor. 

As countries across Europe 
have restricted the move- 
ment of their citizens, Swe- 
den stands out for what 
Tegnell calls a "low-scale" 
approach that "is much 
more sustainable" over a 
longer period. 

President Donald Trump 
has suggested that a ris- 
ing number of COVID-19 
deaths indicate Sweden 
is paying a heavy price 
for embracing the idea of 
herd immunity — that is, let- 
ting many individuals get 
sick to build up immunity 
in the population. He said: 
"Sweden did that - the 
herd. They called (it) the 


herd. Sweden is suffering 
very, very badly. It's a way 
of doing it." 

But Swedish Health Minister 
Lena Hallengren recently 
told The Associated Press: 
"We have never had a 
strategy for herd immunity." 
So far, Sweden has banned 
gatherings larger than 50 
people, closed high schools 
and universities, and urged 
those over 70 or otherwise 
at greater risk from the virus 
to self-isolate. 

The softer approach means 
that schools for younger 
children, restaurants and 
most businesses are still 
open, creating the impres- 
sion that Swedes are living 
their lives as usual. 

Yet as Johan Klockar 
watches his son kick a ball 
around a field during a soc- 
cer practice in Stockholm, 
the 43-year-old financial 
analyst says it's not like that. 
He and his wife work from 
home and avoid unneces- 
sary outings. They socialize 
in a very small circle, and 
limit their son's contacts to 
people he sees at school or 
soccer practice. 

"Society is functioning, but 
I think it's quite limited," 
Klockar said. "Other than 
this sort of situation — 
schools, soccer practice — 
we basically stay at home." 
And while most businesses 
in Sweden are still operat- 
ing, the economic cost of 
the pandemic is already 


being felt. Last week, 
25,350 Swedes registered 
as unemployed, according 
to the Stockholm Chamber 
of Commerce — a larger 
increase than during the 
2008 financial crisis. 

In contrast, just across a 
narrow strip of sea, neigh- 
boring Denmark is already 
talking about reopening 
society. They imposed a 
much stricter lockdown 
four weeks ago, closing 
borders, schools and busi- 
nesses. This week, the prime 
minister said by acting ear- 
ly, Denmark averted the 
tragedy that struck hard-hit 


nations like Italy and Spain, 
which together have seen 
at least 37,000 virus-related 
deaths, and will be ready 
after Easter for a slow re- 
turn to normal life that starts 
with reopening preschools 
and primary schools. 

For weeks, the numbers of 
CCVID-19 cases and fa- 
talities were proportionally 
similar between Sweden 
and Denmark, but while 
the economic results of the 
strict isolation are being 
felt in Denmark, Sweden's 
mortality rate has reached 
more than 88 dead per 
million, compared with

around 47 dead per million 
in Denmark. 

Sweden, with a population 
of 10 million, has registered 
899 deaths, while Denmark, 
with 5.8 million people, has 
273 deaths. Worldwide, the 
virus has infected a report- 
ed 1.8 million people and 
killed 114,000, according 
to a tally by Johns Hopkins 
University. Still, due to lim- 
ited testing, different ways 
of counting the dead and 
deliberate under-counting 
by some governments, ex- 
perts believe those num- 
bers vastly understate the 
pandemic's true toll.Q 


Egypt opens Gaza border for returnees stranded by outbreak

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip 
(AP) — Egypt reopened its 
border crossing on Mon- 
day with the Gaza Strip 
after nearly three weeks, 
allowing hundreds of Pal- 
estinians stranded by the 
coronavirus pandemic to 
return home. 

Hamas, the militant group 
ruling Gaza, has coordi- 
nated the timing of Rafah 
crossing's one-way re- 
opening with Egypt to co- 
incide with the completion 
of 1,000 rooms to place 
the returnees into manda- 
tory quarantine. 

The arrivals were taken into 
buses, without their lug- 
gage, under police escort 
into the quarantine cen- 


ters. Sick returnees would 
be placed in hospitals and 
the old at hotels. Security 


forces and medics waited 
for the arrival in full protec- 
tion clothes. 


Hamas and its governmen- 
tal bodies are struggling to 
keep the COVID-19 threat 
at bay after its spread in 
neighboring Israel and 
Egypt. Only 13 cases have 
been diagnosed in the Pal- 
estinian enclave that the 
two countries blockaded 
following Hamas' violent 
2007 takeover. Nine have 
recovered. The cases 
were discovered among 
travelers who returned 
from abroad via Israel and 
Egypt in March. 

But experts say the num- 
bers could be low owing 
to the limited testing ca- 
pacity. 

Gaza's health system is 
gutted due to the block- 


ade, Palestinian political 
divisions and conflicts with 
Israel. International or- 
ganizations warn that an 
outbreak would be cata- 
strophic among the 2 mil- 
lion people packed in the 
narrow enclave, where 
poverty and unemploy- 
ment levels have jumped 
over 50%. 

The Rafah crossing will re- 
main open for four days 
to allow for the return of 
some 2,000 Palestinians 
from Egypt. 

In the West Bank, there 
are 260 infections and two 
deaths, while in neighbor- 
ing Israel the injuries have 
exceeded 11,000 and 115 
deaths. □ 
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Coronavirus upends Putin's political agenda In Russia

AAOSCOW (AP) — Spring 
is not turning out the woy 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin might have planned 
it. 

A nationwide vote on April 
22 was supposed to finalize 
sweeping constitutional re- 
forms that would allow him 
to stay in power until 2036, 
if he wished. But after the 
coronavirus spread in Rus- 
sia, that plebiscite had to 
be postponed - an action 
so abrupt that billboards 
promoting it already had 
been erected in Moscow 
and other big cities. 

Now under threat is a 
pomp-filled celebration 
of Victory Day on May 9, 
marking the 1945 defeat of 
Nazi Germany in World War 
II. 

The holiday has become 
the most important on Rus- 
sia's calendar, and this year 
is the 75th anniversary, with 
world leaders invited to a 
celebration highlighting 
the country's exceptional 
role in history. Every year, 
thousands gather in Mos- 
cow, including many elder- 
ly veterans proudly wearing 
their medals. 

Military units have already 
rehearsed the traditional 
Red Square parade, drilling 
outside Moscow, and lead- 
ers such as France's Em- 
manuel Macron and India's 
Narendra Modi had prom- 
ised to attend. 

It would seem impossible to 
have such a gala now, with 


much of Russia and the 
world locked down to stop 
the spread of the virus. 
Kremlin spokesman Dmitry 
Peskov said last week no 
decision has been made on 
whether to postpone it but 
authorities are considering 
"options," one of which is 
to hold it without the veter- 
ans, a group especially vul- 
nerable to the virus. Peskov 
added the Kremlin would 
understand if foreign lead- 
ers decided not to come 
due to the pandemic and 
added the celebration 
would take place even if it 
doesn't happen on May 9. 
Initially underestimated 
by Russian authorities, the 


pandemic has posed an 
unexpected challenge 
for Putin, whose political 
standing now depends on 
whether he can contain 
the damage from it. 

On March 24, Putin was 
shown donning a yellow 
hazmat suit to visit a hospi- 
tal for infected patients. 
Officials then indefinitely 
postponed the vote on 
the constitutional reforms 
that would have allowed 
Putin to serve two more 
six-year terms after 2024. 
The amendments already 
have been approved by 
lawmakers but the gov- 
ernment wanted nation- 
wide balloting to give the 


changes a democratic ve- 
neer. Campaigns promot- 
ing the vote had already 
kicked off in dozens of Rus- 
sian regions. 

In preparation for the vote 
and Victory Day, Russia's 
state news agency Tass 
had begun releasing parts 
of a three-hour interview 
with Putin, with the 67-year- 
old leader talking about 
what he had done for the 
country in the past 20 years 
and what more needs to 
be accomplished. 

But Tass suspended daily 
extracts of the interview, 
saying it was no longer rele- 
vant to an audience more 
concerned about the 



coronavirus. The outbreak 
has completely reset the 
Kremlin's political agenda, 
said Nikolai Petrov, a senior 
research fellow in Chatham 
House's Russia and Eurasia 
Program. 

"Everything that was hap- 
pening before (the out- 
break) has basically been 
wiped out," Petrov told The 
Associated Press. 

"That whole political agen- 
da (of constitutional re- 
form), that had been un- 
folding since mid-January 
is over." 

He added that for the mo- 
ment, "I thinkwe can forget 
about the constitutional 
amendments." 

It comes as the prices of 
oil, Russia's main source of 
income, plummeted amid 
a price war with Saudi Ara- 
bia, causing a sharp drop 
in the ruble. The pandemic 
brought with it the pros- 
pects of more economic 
devastation. 

As much of Russia went 
into lockdown, which Putin 
sugarcoated by describ- 
ing it as "nonworking days," 
many business operations 
came to a halt, prompting 
fears of a mass shutdown 
by companies and leaving 
millions unemployed. 

The Chamber for Trade 
and Industries, a govern- 
ment-backed business as- 
sociation, predicted 3 mil- 
lion companies could go 
out of business and 8 million 
people — almost 11% of 
Russia's working population 
— could end up jobless.Q

1 AAexico hospital staff profest lack of 
protective equipment

workers briefly blocked a 
street in Mexico City on 
Monday to demand more 


protective gear as their 
hospital receives more pa- 
tients suffering from CO- 
VID-19. 

Dozens of nurses, doctors 
and other personnel from 
the October 1 Hospital car- 
ried handwritten signs and 
shouted for assistance. The 
hospital is part of Mexico's 
public health system for 
government workers. 

One nurse, who had 
worked at the hospital for 
more than 20 years, but 
requested anonymity to 
avoid repercussions, said 


she received only one 
flimsy mask per day even 
though she works on a floor 
with dozens of patients with 
the new coronavirus. 

At least one nurse has al- 
ready died at the hospitol 
and a doctor is in intensive 
care, she said. Calls to the 
hospital and the agency 
that runs it were not imme- 
diately answered. 

Mexico has seen a growing 
number of such protests in 
recent weeks as the epi- 
demic spreads. Last week, 
residents and interns at a 


public hospital in a capital 
suburb wrote a public letter 
to the health secretary ask- 
ing for help after more than 
two dozen members of the 
staff at another public hos- 
pital were sickened by the 
virus.

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Relief money is coming - for some. Here's what to know

Americans are beginning 
ta see the tirst ecanamic 
impact payments hit their 
bank accounts. 

The IRS tweeted Saturday 
that it had begun deposit- 
ing the funds into taxpayers' 
bank accounts and would 
be working to get them 
out as fast as passible. The 
ane-time payments were 
appraved by Congress as 
part of an emergency relief 
package intended to com- 
bat the economic dam- 
age from the coronavirus 
pandemic. 

The exact timing of when 
people get their money 
depends on a few factors, 
such as income and pay- 
ment delivery methad. 

Here is what you should ex- 
pect: 

WHO IS GETTING A CHECK? 

Any adult earning up to 
$75,000 in adjusted gross 
income who has a valid 
Social Security number will 
receive a $1,200 payment. 
The payment steadily de- 
clines for those who make 
mare and phases out for 
those who earn mare than 
$99,000. Far married cou- 
ples, both adults receive 
$1,200, with the phase-out 
starting at $150,000 of in- 
come and falling to zero for 
couples who earn $198,000. 
Parents will also get pay- 
ments of $500 for each 
eligible child; this is gener- 
ally those 16 years old or 
younger. 

For heads af hausehald with 


one child, the benefit starts 
to decline at $112,500 and 
falls to zero at $136,500. 
Even those who only re- 
ceive Social Security or 
other government benefit 
programs can receive a 
check. 

WHO DOESN'TGETONE? 

High-income filers are ex- 
cluded, as is anyone with- 
out a valid Social Security 
number. 

If scmeone can be claimed 
as a dependent on some- 
one else’s return, such as 
an adult child or student, 
they will not get a pay- 
ment. Nonresident aliens 
aren't eligible. People who 
filed Form 1040-PR or 1040- 
SS for 2019 are not eligible; 


these are IRS forms used for 
certain types cf self-em- 
ployment income in Puerto 
Rico. 

WHAT DO I HAVE TO DO TO 
GET ONE? 

For most people, nothing. 
Checks will arrive via di- 
rect deposit if a taxpayer 
included the relevant infcr- 
mation on their tax return 
filed this year or last. 

Some Americans are nct 
required to file a tax re- 
turn — such as low-income 
taxpayers, Social Security 
recipients, some veterans 
and people with disabilities. 
After some back and forth 
with lawmakers, the Trea- 
sury and IRS ultimately 
decided Social Security

recipients and railroad re- 
tirees, who aren’t typically 
required to file taxes, would 
not need to file a simple tax 
return to get the payment. 
Anyone else who isn't typi- 
cally required to file taxes 
and does not receive So- 
cial Security will still need to 
file an abbreviated return 
to get the payment. On Fri- 
day, the Treasury unveiled 
an online tool that allows 
these non-filers to more 
quickly register to get their 
check. 

If someone didn't file a tax 
return for either the 2018 or 
2019 tax year, the IRS is urg- 
ing them to file as soon as 
they can. 

And for people who filed 


taxes fcr thcse years but 
did not include direct de- 
posit information, the IRS 
plans tc have a "Get My 
Payment" app available 
later this week that will al- 
low them to add their bank 
information so their pay- 
ment can be deposited. 

For everyone else, the gov- 
ernment will mail a check. 
WHEN WILL I GET THE PAY- 
MENT? 

Direct depcsits began this 
weekend. The Treasury 
said paper checks will be- 
gin to be issued later in the 
month. 

Everyone who gets a pay- 
ment will receive written 
notice within 15 days after 
the payment that specifies 
how much you received 
and how it was delivered. 
The IRS also said the "Get 
My Payment" app will allow 
taxpayers to track the sta- 
tus of their payment. 

A memo from lawmakers 
earlier in the month said 
that paper checks wouldn't 
start being mailed until 
May. And because the pa- 
per checks would be issued 
at a rate cf about 5 million 
a week, the prccess cculd 
take through August. 

The Treasury, hcwever, said 
that paper checks pay- 
ments would begin later in 
April but did not confirm a 
date or how long it would 
take to complete those dis- 
tributions. 

All payments will be made 
based on income, with 
lower-income individuals 
receiving payment first.Q

find words for," City Lights 
CEO Elaine Katzenberger 


wrote in a recent posting 
on the store's website. "The 
fiscal support we’re receiv- 
ing here will help stabilize 
us for the next couple of 
months, and that will en- 
able us to begin planning 
fcr the future." 

Numercus stores around 
the country have been 
fcrced tc shut down and 
have turned tc GcFund- 
Me campaigns to survive. 
They include Posman 
Books in New York and At- 
lanta; Old Firehouse Books 
in Fort Collins, Colorado; 
and anotherSan Francisco 
institution, Marcus Books, 
a black-owned store 


founded 60 years ago. At 
the same time, bestselling 
novelist James Patterson 
has launched a fundrais- 
ing initiative for indepen- 
dent stores, and personal 
pledged $500,000. 

The online bookstore www. 
bookshop.org has raised 
more than $500,000 for in- 
dependent sellers. 

"I wanted tc tell him what 
I could about the absolute 
torrent of love and support 
we've received since the 
launch of this campaign ... 
but to be honest, I found 
it impossible to describe,"

Karel Doorman to assist in the Cahbbean 



DEN HELDER, NETHERLANDS 
— HNLMS Karel Doorman 
has left Den Helder on Mon- 
day 13 April, bound for the 
Caribbean. The Nether- 
lands Ministry of Defense is 
deploying the ship to pro- 
vide immediate support 
to the civil authohties in 
the COVID-19 pandemic if 
needed. The ship is initially 
being deployed for three 
months. 

With the presence of this 
logistic support ship, the 
Caribbeon islands will be 
able to rely on versatile 
and rapidly deployable ca- 
pability in addition to that 
of the guard ship already 
present in the region, HN- 
LMS Zeeland. HNLMS Karel 


Doorman can provide sup- 
port in the form of transport 
capability in order to, for in- 
stance, guarantee food se- 
curity. In addition, the RNLN 
ship is capable of assisting 
the coastguard in maritime 
border control, and can 
act as a base of opera- 
tions from which to quickly 
provide man and materiel 
in support of public order 
on land. Lastly, the ship also 
houses medical resources 
that can support the local 
healthcare system by pro- 
viding non-COVID-related 
emergency treatment. 

Over the past couple of 
weeks, the Netherlands 
Ministry of Defense has 
received a number of re- 


quests for assistance in the 
fight against coronavirus 
from local authorities in the 
Dutch Caribbean. At pres- 
ent, Defense is already as- 
sisting with units stationed 
in the region, including 
support in maritime border 
control and in maintaining 
public order. By preposi- 
tioning HNLMS Karel Door- 
man in the region, Defense 
will ensure that additional 
support can be provided 
at very short notice when- 
ever it is needed. 

In addition to its own capa- 
bilities as a transport and 
supply ship, the Karel Door- 
man will be augmented by 
2 Cougar helicopters from 
the Royal Netherlands Air 


Force for medical transport 
and medical evacuation, a 
medical team with surgical 
capability, a medical team 
for basic medical support 
on shore and drones from 
the army and navy to as- 
sist in picture compilation. 
Netherlands Marine Corps 
units will also take part in 
the deployment, with ve- 
hicles and landing craft for 
transport purposes.

ship will also carry a hurri- 
cane disaster relief pack- 
age.

When will Aruba's tourism industry recover?

What we do not know: - 

• How mony people are 
infected? The numbers 
ore skewed by the rote 
of testing. As testing 
gets better ond more 
widely odministered 
the number of coses will 
increose but thot does 
not meon we know 
how mony persons 
overoll ore infected. 
The number of infec- 
tions ot the moment is 
grossly underestimoted. 

• We do not know how 
mony deoths are os- 
cribed to COVID 19 
or oscribed to other 
couses such os pneu- 
monio or some other 
respirotory oilment, so 
the mortolity rotes ore 
inexoct. 

• We do not know if an 
individuol having test- 
ed positive for the virus, 
ond hoving recovered, 
is immune to a second 
bout of infection or for 
how long they will be 
immune. 

• We do not know if so- 
ciol distoncing works. 
This should be cleorer 
by the end of April. 

• We do not know wheth- 
er or not there will be o 
second or possibly third 
wave of infections. 

• And we do not know 
how long it will take to 
develop an effective 
vaccine. 

Recent estimates suggest 


that peak infection levels 
for the USA will come in 
mid-April. AS of April 1, so- 
cial distancing policies in 
the USA will remain in place 
until April 30th and will only 
be relaxed once it is obvi- 
ous the rate of infections 
has slowed. 

It is estimated that by Sep- 
tember 2020 that even if 
all procedures and regula- 
tions are followed exactly 
as required about 200,000 
Americans will die as a re- 
sult of this pandemic. 
However, even if the social 
distancing policies work, in 
the sense that the curve 
has been somewhat flat- 
tened, the pandemic does 
not go away. People will 
continue to get infected; 
people will continue to die. 
There are three possible 
endgames for the pan- 
demic 

1. Every nation on earth 
bring the virus under 
control at the same 
time . This is not at all 
likely. 

2. That the virus infects so 
many people that a 
“herd immunity” is es- 
tablished whereby the 
majority of the popu- 
lation is immune. This 
can only come at the 
cost of many millions of 
dead. 

3. That governments use 
the test and trace ap- 
proach stamping out 
outbreaks until an ef- 
fective vaccine is pro- 
duced. This could take 
a yearto 18 months. 

Given the above, in simple 
terms, the effects of the 
pandemic will be preva- 
lent for at least another 
18 months, with social dis- 
tancing having to be rein- 
troduced when there are 
deemed to be outbreaks 
which need such a re- 
sponse. 


The economic conse- 
quences 

Social distancing has come 
at an enormous economic 
cost. The airline industry 
and cruise industry are to 
all intents and purposes no 
longer functioning. The ho- 
tel industry likewise. Offices, 
restaurants, bars and shops 
have been closed. Millions 
of people in the USA are 
now unemployed with no 
real sense when they will 
go back to work. 

It is thought the USA has al- 
ready entered a recession 
and could well fall into a 
depression. 

Some economists believe 
that the GDP of the USA will 
shrink by 12% in the second 
quarter (Bank of America) 
while other believe it could 
shrink by 30% (Morgan Stan- 
ley). The US Federal Reserve 
estimates unemployment 
in the USA could reach be- 
tween 30% - 35%. 

The simple fact is the situa- 
tion is totally unprecedent- 
ed and no one can know 
for sure what the econom- 
ic impact will be although 
they do know it will be 
hugely significant. 

The long-term costs of bor- 
rowing huge amounts of 
money to provide aid and 
offset revenue losses will 
impact the economies of 
countries for years to come 
resulting in lower levels of 
investments in necessary 
infrastructure and higher 
taxation levels. 

When will thlngs get back 
to normal for the travel In- 
dustry? 

There is a view that once 
the peak infection rate is 
reached and the infection 
rate begins to diminish, so- 
cial distancing regulations 
will be relaxed and people 
will be allowed out of their 
homes, will go back to 
work, will pick up the piec- 


es of their lives. This could 
happen as early as May. 
This could mean that some 
locations where there is lit- 
tle risk of significant person 
to person contact could 
re-open However large 
sporting events such as 
baseball orfootball games, 
music events or crowded 
beaches will continue to 
be banned. 

Travel could be allowed 
but, in all likelihood, it will 
be by car and will avoid 
places where crowds gath- 
er such as airports, on trains 
or on planes. 

And it may be that a sec- 
ond wave of infections de- 
velops in the fall which re- 
quires the reintroduction of 
more strict social distanc- 
ing policies. 

Now leisure travel is discre- 
tionary. It is not essential. 
MMGY, a leading travel and 
tourism marketing agency, 
believes that demand will 
rapidly increase in the lat- 
ter part of the second quar- 
ter, that is in June, and the 
number of trips will increase 
substantially in July and Au- 
gust. They are of the view 
that domestic leisure trips 
by car will the first to show 
growth, with international 
trips following. Airlines will 
offer extremely low fares to 
get people to travel again, 
while the cruise lines may 
find it much more difficult 
to generate demand. 

This may be too optimistic. 

It does not allow for the 
fact that many custom- 
ers will have been finan- 
cially harmed by the con- 
sequences of the social 
distancing regulations im- 
posed in March and April 
and Tourism Economics is 
of the view that the indus- 


try will show a substantial 
decline in 2020 with mod- 
est recovery in 2021 and full 
recovery not occurring until 
2023 although the high end 
luxury market may bounce 
back more quickly than the 
overall market. 

This is a similar pattern to 
what happened after the 
September 11 2001 terror- 
ist attacks where it took 
the industry close to three 
years before it fully recov- 
ered. It is also thought the 
airline industry will be very 
different in 12 months' time 
from what it is today, with 
probably fewer airlines and 
fewer available air seats. 
The cruise industry may also 
shrink. 

And it should be noted that 
the US government may 
continue to keep its bor- 
ders closed to foreign visi- 
tors and returning residents 
well into the second half of 
2020, if not longer, to pre- 
vent the importation of the 
virus from other countries. 
This is the policy currently 
pursued by China. This 
would mean that travel by 
Americans overseas would 
be severely restricted if not 
completely banned. 

And it is possible that the US 
federal and state govern- 
ments mandate that leisure 
trips can only be made 
within the USA to help re- 
vive the country's own tour- 
ism industry. 

Given these constraints it 
would be reasonable to 
suggest that demand for in- 
ternational travel will prob- 
ably not begin to become 
significant until well into the 
third quarter of 2020 and will 
begin to start slow recovery 
in the fourth quarter, pro- 
vided there is no second 
wave of infection.Q
